Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  covering 
the  transactions  of  the  State  Land  Office  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  November  30,  1918,  which  is  called  for  by 
Section  4,  Chapter  147,  of  the  1909  Session  Laws.  This 
report,  in  the  shape  of  tables  and  schedules,  gives  in  con- 
cise form  full  statistical  figures  relating  to  all  cash  received 
during  the  year  for  account  of  the  permanent  and  income 
funds  of  the  several  land  grants;  the  sales  of  state  lands 
that  have  been  made  and  the  sums  realized  therefrom; 
leases  in  force  and  rentals  received;  additions  made  to  the 
common  school  grant  through  new  surveys  and  lieu  selec- 
tions ;  and  the  total  number  of  acres  in  each  county  and 
grant  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Additional  schedules  show 
the  amount  and  source  of  the  income  from  each  grant  dur- 
ing the  year  and  an  estimate  of  the  income  therefrom  which 
may  be  expected  to  accrue  during  the  ensuing  year,  1919. 
I  am  enclosing  copies  of  the  principal  tables  and  schedules 
of  my  1917  report  for  purposes  of  comparison  and  with  a 
view  to  their  publication  in  connection  with  this  report. 


CASH   RECEIPTS. 

Only  a  slight  increase  in  cash  receipts  is  recorded  over 
those  of  1917,  the  figures  being  $1,828,712.43  in  1918,  as 
compared  with  $1,812,812.29  in  the  year  previous;  but  the 
combined  receipts  of  the  two  years  total  $3,641,524.72,  or 
$764,282.54  more  than  was  collected  in  the  biennial  period 
1915-1916,  which  shows  the  next  largest  receipts.  One  of 
the  accompanying  tables  gives  the  receipts  of  the  office  by 
years  from  the  creation  of  the  department  and  shows  the 
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receipts    for    the    current    year    to    be    the    largest    in    the 

history  of  the  office  and  to  be  about  equal  to  the  total 
receipts  from  state  lands  for  the  first  fifteen  years  of 
the   state's   existence,    (1889-1904). 


LAND  SALES. 


Land  sales  for  1918  amounted  to  110,219.76  acres,  for 
which  $1,870,368.24  was  received;  the  sales  in  1917  were 
77,246.97  acres  for  $1,213,123.28;  for  the  biennial  period 
the  total  is  187,466.73  acres,  sold  for  $3,083,491.52.  Com- 
pared with  the  188,009.63  acres,  sold  for  $2,951,062.78,  in 
the  biennial  period  1915-1916,  the  sales  for  the  current 
period  show  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  acres  sold, 
but  an  increase  of  $132,428.74  in  the  amount  realized, — due 
to  the  higher  average  selling  price  in  1918.  A  much  better 
showing  would  have  been  made  had  all  the  sales  scheduled 
for  1918  been  held;  but  because  of  the  ban  put  upon  public 
assemblages  by  the  health  authorities  in  their  effort  to 
check  the  spread  of  Spanish  influenza,  sales  in  five  counties 
had  to  be  called  off  after  advertising  the  same  had  com- 
menced. By  this  postponement,  applicants  for  some  185,- 
000  acres  were  deprived  of  an  opportunity  to  purchase 
state  lands  this  year,  but  submitted  without  complaint, 
once  the  reason  for  the  postponement  was  made  clear  to 
them. 

Average  prices  realized  per  acre  upon  lands  sold  in 
recent  years,  were  $15.34  in  1911-2;  $15.56  in  1913-4; 
$15.70  in  1915-6;  $15.66  in  1917,  and  $16.87  in  1918,  thus 
showing  a  continued,  though  moderate  rise  from  year  to 
year. 


TOWN   LOT   SALES. 

In  1917,  there  were  28  town  lots  sold  for  $3,315.00;  or 
an  average  of  $118.40  per  lot.  During  1918,  91  of  these 
lots  were  sold  for  $10,760.00,  being  an  average  of  $118.25 
per  lot. 

Of  platted  tracts  of  less  than  five  acres,  in  or  adjacent 
to  towns  and  cities  and  coming  within  class  four  of 
state  lands,  there  were  sold,  in  1917,  117.21  acres  for 
$13,882.50, — an   average   of   $118.44   per  acre;   the   sales   in 
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1918,  were  49.60  acres  for  $4,736.00,— an  average  of  $95.69 
per  acre. 

School  additions  to  the  city  of  Glendive  and  the  towns 
of  Geraldine  and  Nashua  were  platted  during  1917-18  and 
the  platting  of  acre  tracts  in  the  vicinity  of  Havre  and 
Sheridan  was  ordered.  Also,  an  amended  plat  of  the 
school  addition  to  Missoula  was  made  and  filed  for  the 
purpose  of  correcting  the  original  plat  and  completing  the 
platting  to  cover  the  entire  Sec.  16,  T.  13  N.,  R.  19  W. 
Further,  additional  copies  of  the  plats  of  the  state  sub- 
division of  lands  at  Cut  Bank,  comprising  the  original 
townsite  and  first,  second  and  third  additions  thereto,  were 
prepared  and  filed  with  the  city  authorities  of  Cut  Bank,  to 
supply  an  omission  at  the  time  the  original  plats  were  filed. 
All  this  platting  was  done  at  a  cost  of  $2,206.85,  and  most 
of  the  lots  and  acre  tracts  sold  during  the  past  two  years 
were  located  in  these  newly  platted  additions. 


TIMBER    SALES. 

Receipts  from  sales  of  timber  during  1917  amounted 
to  $13,475.62 ;  and  during  1918,  they  were  $22,474.11,  a  very 
gratifying  increase  over  previous  years.  The  report  of 
the  State  Forester  gives  in  detail  the  oprations  of  the 
branch  of  this  department  having  charge  of  timber  lands. 


LEASES. 

After  the  almost  hysterical  scramble  for  leases  of 
state  land  in  the  fall  of  1916  and  throughout  1917,  the 
record  for  1918  shows  a  return  to  more  nearly  normal  con- 
ditions. The  record  shows  2019  new  leases  issued  this  year, 
as  against  2831  in  1917,  and  2217  in  1916.  The  number  of 
new  leases  issued  in  prior  years  is  given,  for  comparison, 
as  follows:  1507  in  1911;  1642  in  1912;  1527  in  1913;  1341 
in  1914,  and  1166  in  1915. 

Rentals  collected  in  1917  were  $454,373.43 ;  those  collected 
in  1918  amounted  to  $439,169.24,  a  slight  falling  off  which, 
in  large  measure,  was  due  to  the  cancellation  of  leases  by  the 
sale  of  the  land.  This  also  accounts  for  most  of  the  falling 
off  in  the  number  of  acres  under  lease,  which,  in  1917,  was 
3,258,592.45  acres,  and  in  1918,  was  3,157,875.48  acres. 
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Rentals  collected  in  1917,  averaged  13.33  cents  per  acre ; 
in  1918,  they  averaged  13.91  cents  per  acre.  The  same  aver- 
ages for  previous  years  were:  10.20  cents  in  1910;  11.33  cents 
in  1912;  11.87  cents  in  1914;  12.00  cents  in  1915;  and  13.10 
cents  in  1916.  From  this  it  seems  that  the  rental  value  of 
the  state  lands  is  increasing  steadily,  despite  the  fact  that 
the  lands  being  sold  are  usually  those  bringing  the  highest 
rentals. 

Based  upon  an  average  sale  price  of  $15.00  or  more  per 
acre,  the  leased  lands  are  earning  less  than  one  per  cent  of 
their  value  so  long  as  leased,  but  jump  to  a  five  per  cent 
income  earning  value  immediately  they  are  sold.  I  believe 
the  time  is  ripe  for  a  material  increase  in  the  base  upon 
which  these  rentals  are  computed. 

The  state  now  has  1,213,225.70  acres  of  its  grants  not 
under  lease.  Part  of  these  are  forest  lands  not  available  for 
leasing,  and  another  not  very  large  part,  by  reason  of  their 
location  and  poor  quality  of  soil,  will  never  return  an  income 
for  agricultural  or  grazing  purposes,  altho  they  may,  in  some 
instances  have  a  mineral  value.  The  remainder  will  be  in  de- 
mand and  command  a  rental  about  in  proportion  as  the  state 
grows  in  population. 


COAL  LEASES. 

There  are  14  coal  leases  now  in  force,  bearing  a  minimum 
annual  royalty  of  $3,300.00.  This  compares  with  13  leases 
and  $3,150.00  minimum  royalty  in  1917. 

Total  royalties  collected  in  recent  years  are:  $14,357.53 
in  1918;  $16,006.66  in  1917;  $11,363.80  in  1916;  $3,222.66  in 
1915;  $3,520.06  in  1914;  and  $2,728.80  in  1913.  Most  of  the 
royalties  in  excess  of  the  minimum  continue  to  come  from  one 
operation,  near  Roundup. 


OIL  AND  GAS  LEASES. 

120  oil  and  gas  leases  were  in  force  in  1917,  covering 
76,358  acres,  at  a  minimum  rental  of  $11,836.20  per  annum. 
No  royalties  were  collected  in  that  year. 

In  1918,  there  were  the  same  number  (120),  of  leases 
in  force,  but  covering  85,440  acres  and  carrying  an  annual 
rental  of  $12,193.20.    In  addition,  we  made  our  first  collection

($85.94)  of  royalty  from  a  producing  gas  well  upon  state  land. 
As  yet,  no  oil  has  been  encountered  in  any  development  under 
these  leases. 


POTASSIUM  LEASES. 

Due  to  the  enlarged  use  of  potassium  and  its  derivatives 
for  war  purposes,  a  demand  arose  during  the  year  1918  for 
permissions  to  explore  certain  state  lands  supposed  to  contain 
deposits  of  those  minerals,  and  24  leases  were  issued  for  that 
purpose  at  a  nominal  minimum  rental.  Prospecting  of  these 
lands  failed  to  disclose  any  workable  deposits  or  bodies  of 
water  sufficiently  impregnated  to  pay  for  extraction.  Con- 
sequently, no  revenue  was  derived  from  these  leases. 


LAND  GRANT  FUNDS. 

Tables  No.  9-A  and  9-B  herewith  show  the  amounts  in 
the  several  land  grant  permanent  funds  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  years  1917  and  1918,  respectively.  At  the  end  of  the 
latter  year  these  funds  amounted  to  $18,264,801.83,  repre- 
senting the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  1,069,016.43  acres  of 
land  to  which  have  been  added  the  receipts  from  timber  sales 
and  coal  and  other  royalties.  The  state  has  approximately 
4,800,000  acres  of  these  grants  remaining  unsold. 

To  show  the  rate  at  which  these  funds  have  been  grow- 
ing in  recent  years,  their  total, 

in   1914,   was   -.. $12,214,850.69 

in   1915,   was   - 13,053,140.51 

in    1916,   was 15,149,411.23 

in    1917,   was   16,391,308.57 

in   1918,   was   18,264,801.83 

Because  of  the  putting  into  full  operation  by  this  office 
of  the  Farm  Loan  Law,  the  amount  of  cash  in  these  funds, 
in  the  hands  of  the  state  treasurer  on  November  30,  1918, 
was  only  $897,557.15,  of  which  sum  $210,000.00  must  be 
held  to  cover  the  balance  of  the  state's  fourth  Liberty  loan 
subscription  and  $196,300.00  to  cover  96  unfinished  farm 
loans.  This  leaves  a  free  cash  balance  of  only  $491,257.15 
open  for  investment  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  fiscal 
year.  For  additions  to  the  funds  during  the  coming  year, 
in  cash  available  for  investment,  we  must  depend  upon  two 
principal    items,    viz:    the    collection    of    deferred    payments 
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upon  outstanding  land  contracts,  and  the  first  payments 
upon  lands  sold  during  the  year.  These  should  bring  in 
very  close  to  $1,000,000.00,  which  added  to  the  free  cash 
on  hand,  will  give  an  estimated  total  of  about  $1,500,000.00 
to  become  available  for   investment   during   the   year   1919. 


EXPENSES. 

The  expenses  of  the  department  have  been  classified 
for  each  of  the  years  1917  and  1918,  and  are  shown  in  the 
accompanying  tables.  While  increased  expenses  are  shown 
in  each  year,  the  business  of  the  department  has  increased 
in  still  greater  proportion.  There  is  present  urgent  need 
of  additional  help  if  our  abstract  books  and  other  perma- 
nent records  are  not  to  fall  hopelessly  in  arrears. 


TIMBER  LAND  EXCHANGE. 

On  November  27,  1918,  the  President,  by  proclamation 
releasing  and  eliminating  certain  lands  from  the  national 
forest  in  Flathead  county,  put  the  state  in  position  to  com- 
plete its  exchange  of  isolated,  unsurveyed,  Sections  16  and  36, 
scattered  throughout  the  national  forests,  for  two  solid 
tracts  of  timber  land  aggregating  106,360  acres.  The 
indemnity  selection  lists  evidencing  this  exchange  are  to 
be  prepared  and  filed  within  ninety  days  after  the  date  of 
the  President's  proclamation,  and  when  this  is  done,  the 
negotiation,  pending  between  the  state  and  the  general 
government  for  over  seven  years,  will  have  been  completed 
to  the  advantage  of  the  state. 


FEES. 

The  amount  now  to  the  credit  of  the  "land  office  ex- 
pense fund"  is  $63,001.35,  of  which  $9,423.87  was  collected 
by  this  office  in  1917  and  $7,980.62  in  1918.  The  fund  is 
made  up  entirely  of  the  fees  collected  by  the  Register  under 
Section  6,  Chapter  147,  1909  Session  Laws,  and  it  was  the  un- 
doubted intention  of  the  legislative  assembly,  in  creating  this 
fund,  to  have  same  apply,  as  its  name  indicates,  to  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  this  office.     That  end  cannot 
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be  attained  without  further  appropriate  action  by  the  legis- 
lature and  I  repeat  my  former  recommendation  that  such 
action  be  taken  at  the  coming  session. 


1919  INCOME. 

To  meet  the  wishes  of  the  heads  of  the  several  land 
grant  institutions,  I  have  made  as  careful  estimate  as 
possible  of  the  income  to  accrue  to  these  institutions  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  from  the  land  grant  funds,  and 
have  embodied  the  results  in  table  No.  10-C  of  this  report. 


APPORTIONMENT   OF   SCHOOL    INCOME    FUND. 

Under  Section  819  of  the  Revised  Codes,  the  annual 
distribution  of  the  common  school  interest  and  income  fund 
for  the  current  year  will  be  made  in  February,  1919.  The 
amount  which  will  become  available  for  distribution  at  that 
time  is  estimated  at  approximately  $900,000.00,  while  the 
number  of  children  of  school  age  disclosed  by  the  1918 
census  is  161,977.  This  should  allow  a  per  capita  distribu- 
tion about  25  cents  higher  than  last  year. 

The  distribution  of  February,  1917,  was  $810,991.50,  to 
147,453  children,  or  $5.50  per  capita;  that  of  February, 
1918,  was  $877,536.00  to  159,552  children,  or  $5.50  per 
capita.  Table  No.  11  herewith  gives  all  the  annual  dis- 
tributions of  this  fund  heretofore  made. 


FARM    LOANS. 

First  farm  mortagage  loans  of  the  permanent  land 
grant  funds,  made  and  in  force  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  124,  Session  Laws  of  1917,  (the  Farm  Loan  Law), 
amounted  to  $360,940.00  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1917, 
and  to  $2,385,970.00  at  the  close  of  1918. 

The  number  of  loans  accepted  by  borrowers  during  the 
biennial  period  was  1098,  for  a  total  of  $2,409,370.00;  of 
which  10  loans,  amounting  to  $19,200.00,  have  been  can- 
celled for  various  reasons,  four  loans,  amounting  to  $4,200,- 
00,  have  been  repaid  by  borrowers  and  cancelled  of  record, 
leaving  1084  loans,  aggregating  the  above  mentioned  sum 
of  $2,385,970.00,  in  force  upon  November  30,   1918. 
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Of  this  last  number,  95  loans,  for  a  total  of  $196,- 
300.00,  were  in  process  of  closing,  lacking  minor  details  to 
complete,  and  989  loans,  for  a  total  of  $2,189,670.00,  were 
complete  and  finally  closed.  Table  No.  14  herewith,  shows 
the  number  and  amount  of  these  loans,  accepted  and  com- 
pleted, in  each  county  upon  November  30,  1918. 

Upon  the  same  date,  there  were  on  file  with  me,  in 
addition  to  the  accepted  loans  reported,  656  applications 
pending   for   loans    aggregating    $1,424,000.00,    of    which 

312,  for  $595,150.00,  have  been  examined  and  approved 
ready   to   make,- 

59,  for  $116,150.00,  were  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Land  Agent  for  appraisal,  and 

285,  for  $712,700.00,  were  without  the  approval  of  title 
by  the  Attornel  General, — in  most  cases  because  of  failure 
of  applicant  to  furnish  the  abstract  of  title  which  the  law 
requires  him  to  supply  as  a  basis  for  the  consideration  of 
his  application. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  $196,300.00  of  loans  remaining 
to  be  finally  closed,  and  the  $595,150.00  of  loans  approved 
ready  to  make,  together  with  the  $210,000.00  balance  of 
the  state's  subscription  to  the  fourth  U.  S.  Liberty  loan, 
will  more  than  absorb  the  cash  balances  in  all  the  land 
grant  permanent  funds  reported  by  the  State  Treasurer  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Expenses  connected  with  the  operation  of  the  farm 
loan  department  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year,  1917, 
were  $6,565.28,  and  for  the  year  1918,  were  $29,361.79. 
The  same  are  shown  in  detail  in  accompanying  tables  No. 
13-A  and  13-B.  Upon  the  basis  of  loans  accepted  to  date, 
this  expense  amounts  to  one  and  one-half  (IV2)  psr  cent 
upon  the  amount  invested;  but  as  much  preliminary  work 
has  already  been  done  and  paid  for  upon  applications  not 
yet  represented  by  accepted  loans,  I  am  encouraged  to  be- 
lieve that  the  actual  expense  of  making  these  loans  will  be 
found  not  to  vary  much  frone  one  and  one-third  (V/3)  per 
cent  of  their  face.
